It can be revealed that neither the Ju stice

craft to deal with soon. 
Both have been qu ietly 
stu dying for a week the law and precedents 
concerning su ch an eventu ality. 
The 
War Department enters 
the pictu re 
becau se u nder the law all war prisoners landed 
on U. S. soil come u nder the cu stody of the 
army. 
However, the U. S. is not at war, so 
there is dou bt over the arm y’s ju risdiction. 
No final decision has been reached, bu t the 
consensu s of the legal experts is that any su ch
